Inventions in group II and in group IV are related as process and apparatus for its 
practice.

(2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different 
process.

Inventions in groups I, II and III are related as mutually exclusive species in an 
intermediate-final product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this 
relationship if the intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product, 
and the species are patentably distinct (MPEP § 806.05(j)). In the instant case, the 
intermediate product is deemed to be useful as the evaporator of group I could be used 
in a sputtering apparatus, for example, and the heater of group III could be used to heat 
carrier gas in a separate apparatus and thus could have a completely different mode of 
operation from each other and the system. The inventions are deemed patentably 
distinct because there is nothing on this record to show them to be obvious variants. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call was made to Donald MacDonald on 30 August 2006 to request 
an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made.
